will be allowed one month from July

change at full value. 
After the ex­ 
piration of that 
time postage value 
only shall be allowed for the envelopes 
and three-fourths of postage value for 
the cards, except as provided in sec­ 
tion ll of these instructions.” 
Section ll has to do with post of­ 
fices where the storage facilities are 
not great enough to care for all that 
may be sent in for redemption during 
July. 
In that case the 
postmaster 
gives a receipt for them and the own­ 
er holds them until notified. 
Spoiled cards and envelopes—of the 
kind noted—are redeemable under the 
usual rules for such redemption.

NOBBY CLOTHES 
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In an opinion passing upon a num­ 
ber of points raised in connection with 
the administration of the teachers’ re­ 
tirement system, it is held by Deputy 
Attorney General Emerson 
Coll ink 
that! it is not lawful to retire a teach­ 
er or school employe for superannua­ 
tion with a retirement allowance who 
has had less than ten 
years of ser­ 
vice. 
This establishes 
th® 
principle in 
the retirement system 
that 
retire­ 
ment for superannuation requires ten 
years’ service. The disability retire­ 
ment provision says that the person 
must have had “ten or more school 
years of school service^” but there is 
no such express provision in regard 
to retirement for superannuation. He 
says: “There must be a service of that 
duration to permit an 
allowance in 
case of retirement for superannuation 
for the reason that it is essential in 
computing what the retirement allow­ 
ance shall consist of.”
